Verasun’s Rick Eggebrecht presented information on his company and the different 
initiatives they are taking across the country to supply ethanol. Verasun is the 2nd 
largest ethanol producer in the country, and Rick shared some of the company’s 
efforts to promote and market VE85, their full service branded E85 offering. The topic 
of supply and demand for ethanol and how it affects the cost was also discussed within 
the group.   
 
Tim Rehder, not present at the meeting, communicated via email that he is working 
with the City of Golden to put on a Greening Municipal Government conference at the 
School of Mines on August 11. The Conference is aimed at Mayors, council people, 
public works directors and city staff.  The opportunity to provide representation from 
the Committee was presented.  
 
A subcommittee was formed to create criteria and a process for the Coalition to make 
decisions on funding E85 ventures (marketing and infrastructure). These guidelines 
would be used to address groups interested in supporting the Coalition’s goal of 
increasing E85 pumps in Colorado.   
 
Lenora Bohren announced an opportunity for the Coalition to represent at the Clean 
Air Conference in Keystone on September 25-28. The Clean Air Conference includes 
over 300 participants representing industry, government, environmental organizations, 
educators, and others to present insights and expertise on efforts for cleaner air and a 
better environment.

- Develop a funding criteria structure for the Steering Committee to have when 
communicating with interested parties.
